And all 
of them applaudiag the Duke of B. and Lord A. for their patriotifm 
and loyalty, in oppofing that Anti-miniftcrial Member, Sir L.D,; 
although their grand oppofition to Sir L. commenced at a time when 
he had not given a fingle vote againtt the Miniter; and while they 
are, at this minute, fupporting, im Roxburgh-thire, to the utmoft of 
their pore’, an Oppofition Member againft the Minifterial Candilate.
